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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The invention as claimed is directed to a laminated metal sheet, an easy-open can lid 
made from said sheet, and a process for making the can lid. The metal sheet comprises a film of 
crystalline saturated polyester resin laminated on at least one surface of the metal sheet. The 
polyester film has a thickness of 10-100 urn, an elongation of at least 150%, a degree of 
crystallinity of not more than 10%, and a crystalline heat of fusion of not less than 10 joules/g. 

Leyre et al, and Iioka et al., and Oyagi et al. represent the closest prior art. Upon 
reconsideration and in view of the applicants' arguments, it is agreed that Leyre et al. and Iioka et 
al. do not teach or fairly suggest the use of a polyester resin film having an elongation of at least 
150%), a degree of crystallinity of not more than 10%>, and a crystalline heat of fusion of not less 
than 10 joules/g. Regarding Oyagi et al, while this reference teaches a polyester film having an 
elongation of up to 300%>, the reference does not teach or offer any suggestion or motivation to 
one skilled in the art to use a polyester that also has a degree of crystallinity of not more than 
10%o and a crystalline heat of fusion of not less than 10 joules/g. Because crystallinity is not just 
a material property but also a function of other factors, such as processing conditions and 
additives, the polyester of Oyagi et al. (as well as those of Leyre et al. and Iioka et al.) cannot be 
said to inherently possess a crystallinity and heat of fusion of crystalline within the range cited in 
claims 1,5, and 9.
